Roll  was  called  and  all  members  answered  to  their  names. 
Members  were  sworn  in  by  Judge  Gad  Jones. 
The  board  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Chairman  and  Vice  Chair- 
man. 

Mr.  Walker  nominated  Fred  Weymouth  for  Chairman. 
Mr.  Engle  Nominated  Will  Grimm. 
Will  Grimm  withdrew  his  name. 
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Mr.  Wiske  moved  that  the  nominations  cease. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Walker  the  clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  Fred  Weymouth  for  Chairman  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  ballot  was  cast  and  Mr.  Weymouth  was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Berray  nominated  W.  L.  Wilson  for  Vice  Chairman. 

Mr.  Protheroe  moved  that  the  nominations  cease. 

Upon  motion  of  Will  Grimm  the  clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  W.  L.  Wilson  for  Vice  Chairman  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  ballot  was  cast  and  Mr.  Wilson  was  declared  elected. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Wiske  the  rules  of  the  board  were  read. 

Mr.  Protheroe  moved  that  the  rules  be  adopted  as  read. 

A  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  $50,000  Corporate  Pur- 
pose Notes  of  Waushara  County  was  read  by  the  clerk  and  laid  over 
under  the  rules. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Kieding  of  C.  W.  McNear  &  Company  addressed  the 
Board  in  regard  to  Resolution  No.  1. 

A  resolution  authorizing  the  County  Highway  Committee  to  make 
contracts  with  towns  for  summer  and  winter  maintenance  of  town 
roads  were  read  and  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

A  letter  from  D.  K.  Allen,  Oshkosh,  regarding  taxes  assessed 
against  the  property  held  in  trust  by  the  Boy  Scout  Hut  Building 
Company  was  read. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  and 
instructed  to  cancel  all  the  taxes  assessed  against  the  property  held 
in  trust  by  the  Boy  Scout  Hut  Building  Company,  and  to  charge  back 
to  the  town  of  Springwater  the  town's  share  of  such  taxes. 

Mr.  Myhill  made  a  motion  that  the  County  officials  be  instructed 
not  to  pay  any  bills  presented  for  the  care  of  neglected  graves  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  prior  to  the  year  1937.  Motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Grimm  made  a  motion  that  all  claims  for  the  care  of  neglect- 
ed soldiers  and  sailors  graves  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
General  Claims,  and  that  the  cost  for  maintaining  the  graves  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  year.  Motion  was  carried. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Wiske  the  Committee  on  Public  Property 
was  instructed  to  investigate  the  matter  of  installing  a  stoker  in  the 
County  Jail  Building-  arid  to  report  to  the  board  at  the  next  session. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson  the  board  adjourned  until  two  o'clock 
p.  m.

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 
AUTHORIZING   $50,000   CORPORATE   PURPOSE  NOTES 
OF  WAUSHARA  COUNTY,  WIS. 

WHEREAS,  Waushara  County  is  in  temporary  need  of  money  to 
pay  its  current  and  ordinary  expenses,  and  under  authority  of  Section 
67.12,  Wisconsin  Statutes,  1937,  said  County  may  borrow  money  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  to  pay  its  current  and  ordinary  ex- 
penses and  issue  notes  therefor;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  the  safety  and  interest  of  Wau- 
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shara  County  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  at  this  time  to  borrow 
$50,000  in  order  to  procure  money  with  which  to  pay  current  and 
ordinary  expenses,  and  it  is  now  desired  to  authorize  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  notes  of  Waushara  County  in  that  amour. t  and  provide  all 
details  in  respect  thereof: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Waushara  County,  Wisconsin,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing*  money  to  pay  its 
current  and  ordinary  expenses,  there  be  borrowed  upon  the  credit  of 
Waushara  County,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  that  notes  of  said  County 
be  issued  therefore,  determination  hereby  being  made  that  said 
amount  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  safety  and  interest  of  said  County. 

Section  2.  That  said  notes  be  designated  Corporate  Purpose  Notes, 
be  dated  as  of  May  1,  1938,  be  of  the  denomination  of  $1,000  each, 
and  be  numbered  from  1  to  50,  inclusive;  that  said  notes  shall  mature 
on  August  1,  1939,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  Three  Per 
Cent  (3%)  per  annum,  payable  February  1,  1939,  and  August  1,  1939, 
which  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by  coupons  attached  to  each  note; 
that  said  notes  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  Waushara  County  and  attested  under  its  corporate  seal  by 
the  County  Clerk  of  said  County;  that  the  coupons  attached  to  each 
of  said  notes  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  County  Clerk  by  their  facsimilie  signatures;  and  that  said  notes 
and  coupons  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  at  the 
office  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Waushara  County,  in  the  City  of 
Wautoma,  Wisconsin. 

Section  3.  That  said  notes  and  coupons  shall  be  in  substantially 
the  following  form:

KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THESE  PRESENTS,  that  the  County  of 
Waushara,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  hereby  acknowledges  itself  to 
owe,  and  for  value  received  promises  to  pay  to  bearer,  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000),  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1939,  with  interest  thereon 
from  date  hereof  until  paid,  at  the  rate  of  Three  Per  Cent  (3%)  per 
annum,  payable  February  1,  1939,  and  August  1,  1939,  upon  presenta- 
tion and  surrender  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  hereto.  Both 
principal  hereof  and  interest  hereon  are  hereby  made  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Waushara  County,  in  the  City  of 
Wautoma,  Wisconsin. 

For  the  prompt  payment  of  this  note,  with  interest  thereon  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  sufficient  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  full  faith,  credit  and  resources  of  said  County  are  hereby 
irrevocably  pledged. 

This  note  is  one  of  an  issue  of  like  date,  issued  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  funds  with  which  to  pay  current  and  ordinary  expenses 
of  said  County,  being  necessary  for  its  safety  and  interest,  pursuant 
to  and  in  all  respects  in  compliance  with  Section  67.12  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin Statutes,  1937,  and  with  all  other  laws  thereunto  enabling,  and  is 
authorized  by  a  t*esolution  duly  passed  by  at  least  a  three-fourths 
(%)  favorable  vote  of  all  the  members-elect  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  said  County. 

And  it  is  hereby  certified  and  recited  that  all  conditions,  things 
and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist,  to  be  or  to  be  done  precedent 
to  and  in  the  issuance  of  this  note,  have  been,  have  existed  and  have 
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been  performed  in  due  form  from  time;  that  the  indebtedness  of  said 
County  including-  this  note,  does  not  exceed  any  limitation  imposed  by 
law;  and  that  said  County  has  levied  a  direct  irrepealable  tax  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  hereon  when  it  becomes  due,  and  also  tc 
pay  the  principal  hereof  at  maturity. 

IN  TESTIMONY  WHEREOF,  the  County  of  Waushara,  by  its 
Board  of  Supervisors,  has  caused  this  note  to  be  signed  by  the  Chair- 
man of  said  Board  of  Supervisors  and  its  Corporate  Seal  to  be  hereto 
affixed  and  attested  by  the  County  Clerk  of  said  County,  and  the 
coupons  hereto  attached  to  be  signed  by  said  Chairman  and  Clerk  by 
their  facsimile  signatures,  which  officers  do  by  the  execution  of  this 
note,  adopt  as  and  for  their  respective  proper  signatures,  their  re- 
spective facsilime  signatures  appearing  on  said  coupons,  all  as  of  the 
1st  day  of  May,  1938.

That  in  order  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  direct 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  said  notes  at 
maturity  thereof,  there  is  hereby  levied  on  all  the  taxable  property 
in  Waushara  County,  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  a  direct  tax  in 
amount  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  and  that  there  is  hereby  levied 
upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  County  the  following-  direct 
tax,  to-wit: 

For  the  year  1938  a  tax  sufficient  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$50,000  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  notes 
on  August  1,  1939,  and  in  addition  thereto,  for  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  said  notes,  the  sum  of  $1,875. 
Said  amounts  so  levied  shall  be  irrepealable  and  carried  into  the 
next  tax  roll  of  said  County  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  :>ther  county  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paymg  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  said  notes. 

Section  5.  That  the  sale  of  said  notes  to  C.  W.  McNear  &  Com- 
pany, of  Chicago,  Illinois,  at  a  price  of  par  and  accrued  interest  is 
hereby  confirmed  and  upon  the  execution  of  said  notes  same  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  County  Treasurer  and  by  that  official  shall  be 
delivered  as  soon  as  conveniently  possible  to  the  purchaser  thereof, 
upon  receipt  of  such  purchase  price.

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($115,000.00)  will  become  available  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1939,  under  sub-section  (4)  of  Section  20.49  and 
sub-sections  (3)  and  (4)  of  Section  84.03  as  state  aid  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  State  Trunk  Highway  System  in  the  county  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  84  of  the  Statutes,  but  that 
its  exact  amount  will  not  be  known  until  after  June  30,  1939. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  said  sum  shall  be  expended  in 
the  following  manner  to  wit:

WHEREAS:  The  various  highway  activities,  for 
which  provision  is  made  in  this  resolution  are  continuous  from  year 
to  year,  and  the  exact  cost  of  any  work  cannot  be  known  at  the 
time  of  making  the  appropriation  therefor,  this  Board  does  hereby 
direct  that  any  balance  remaining  in  any  appropriation  for  a  specific 
highway  improvement  after  the  same  shall  have  been  completed,  may 
be  used  by  the  County  Highway  Committee  to  make  up  any  deficit 
that  may  occur  in  any  other  improvement  of  the  same  class  for 
which  provision  is  herein  made,  and  any  balances  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  in  any  highway  fund  shall  remain  and  be  available 
for  the  same  purpose  in  the  ensuing  year,  and  any  deficit  in  any 
highway  fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  shall  be  paid  from  the  next 
appropriation  made  for  the  same  purpose,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  exact  amount  of  the  funds  that  will  become 
available  for  highway  purposes  in  the  county  under  Section  20.49  of 
the  Statutes  will  not  be  known  until  after  June  30,  1939,  at  which 
time  correct  figures  will  be  submitted  by  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission, the  County  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
make  payments  on  account  of  the  improvements  to  be  made  with 
such  funds,  as  hereinbefore  authorized  from  any  funds  in  the  county 
treasury  that  are  not  required  for  the  purposes  for  which  appropri- 
ated prior  to  August  1,  1939;  and  to  reimburse  such  funds  in  the 
county  treasury  from  the  sums  received  under  Section  20.49  of  the 
Statutes.

REPORT   OF   COUNTY   JUDGE   AND   PENSION  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  OCTOBER  31,  1938 

To  the  Honorable  County  Board  of  Waushara  County: 

During  the  past  year  the  special  aids  known  as  Blind  Pension.-, 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Old  Age  Assistance  have  been  ad- 
ministered by  the  Count y  Judge  under  the  general  supervision  of 
your  pension  committee  and  with  the  assistance  of  two  case  workers 
and  one  office  assistant.  The  committee  has  met  with  the  Judge  and 
tire  case  workers  once  each  month  and  assisted  in  investigations  oi 
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all  pending  applications,  approved  purchase  of  supplies  and  furniture 
for  the  office  and  helped  to  formulate  the  policies  of  the  department. 

One  important  part  of  the  pension  administration  has  been  this 
department's  participation  in  the  meetings  of  the  Central  Wisconsin 
Pension  Administrators  Association.  This  association  is  composed  of 
the  administrators,  advisory  committees,  pension  boards  and  depart- 
ment employees  of  the  Central  Wisconsin  counties.  We  have  held 
bi-monthly  meetings  throughout  the  year  at  which  we  have  en- 
deavored to  establish  uniformity  of  administration  throughout  the 
district  and  to  dispose  of  matters  affecting  the  inter-county  relations. 
A  brief  summary  of  the  cases  administered  and  the  grants  paid

During  the  month  of  March  our  pay  rolls  for  the  years  1936  and 
1937  were  audited  by  representatives  of  the  Federal  Social  Security 
Board.  This  was  part  of  a  state  wide  audit  conducted  in  all  the 
counties  of  Wisconsin  and  was  the  first  time  that  we  actually  came 
in  contact  with  the  representatives  of  the  federal  board.  All  grants 
improperly  made  and  all  payments  to  ineligible  persons  were  ordered 
charged  back  directly  to  the  counties.  As  a  result  of  this  audit  three 
grants  have  finally  been  determined  to  be  objectionable  to  the  Federal 
Social  Security  Board.  The  total  amount  involved  is  $450.00.  Of  this 
sum  $80.00  is  being  repaid  by  the  recipient  and  the  balance,  having 
been  paid  at  the  request  of  the  State  Pension  Board,  will  be  partially 
reimbursed  from  state  funds,  so  that  the  net  loss  to  our  county  by 
reason  of  the  refusal  of  the  federal  department .  to  concur  in  our 
decisions  will  be  $123.33.  With  these  exceptions  all  of  our  grants 
have  been  approved  for  federal  reimbursement. 

Our  office  personnel  consists  of  Bernita  Gaylord,  stenographer 
and  pension  clerk;  Nancy  Hitchcock,  who  has  been  continued  as 
caseworker,  and  Wallace  Velte,  who  was  engaged  as  an  additional 
caseworker  in  January,  1938. 
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Under  date  of  September  28th,  the  State  Pension  Board  has 
recommended  a  more  liberal  schedule  of  payments  to  all  who  are 
receiving  Old  Age  Assistance,  blind  pensions  and  mothers  pensions. 
The  recommended  increase  will  require  an  addition  of  about  20%  to 
our  present  pay  rolls  for  the  cases  now  receiving  aid.  We  anticipate 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  coming  year  and  it  is 
our  estimate  that  if  we  continue  the  grants  on  the  present  basis  an 
appropriation  of  $33,000.00,  county  funds,  will  be  required  to  meet 
the  pay  rolls.  The  standard  recommended  by  the  State  Pension  Board 
will  require  $40,000.00.  We  have  been  advised,  however,  that  the 
increases  recommended  by  the  state  board  are  not  mandatory  and 
that  we  may  continue  our  present  staidard  and  schedule  if  the 
county  is  not  able  to  make  available  the  funds  required  to  carry  out 
this  program,  and  will  therefore  endeavor  to  keep  our  grants  for  the 
coming  year  within  the  figures  set  up  in  your  county  appropriation 
budget.

To  the  Honorable,  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  Waushara 
County: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  In  submitting  my  annual  report 
I  have  included  among  other  matters  the  school  census,  safety  in- 
struction, transportation,  certificates  held  by  teachers,  classification  of 
teachers'  salaries,  library  statistics  and  other  miscellaneous  items. 

The  complete  report  of  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  is 
on  file  at  the  County  Clerk's  office.

Arthur  Dietz,  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  presented  the 
report  of  the  County  Normal  Board,  and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Zuege 
the  report  was  accepted. 

REPORT  OF  COUNTY  NORMAL  BOARD 
To  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors: 

The  County  Normal  Board  herewith  presents  its  annual  report 
for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1938.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  establishment  of  the  County  Normal  in  1908  a  two  year  course 
is  in  progress  with  graduates  of  high  schools  enrolled  in  the  one  and 
two  year  course  of  study. 

While  there  were  two  and  even  three  year  courses  when  the 
school  was  in  its  infancy,  students  during  those  years  were  eligible 
to  enter  into  the  Training  School  as  it  was  then  known  with  only 
an  eighth  grade  graduation  as  a  requisite  for  entrance  whereas 
now  a  graduation  from  a  high  school  or  its  equivalent  is  a  minimum 
requirement  for  registration. 

Two  years  of  training  for  rural  school  service  is  obviously  more 
preferable  from  an  academic  and  professional  st?*ndpoint  since  teach- 
ers will  be  more  thoroughly  equipped  to  render  effective  service  than 
with  only  a  year  of  training  preliminary  to  undertake  the  diversified 
instruction  that  is  involved  in  a  one  room  rural  school. 

Enrollment 

The  sustained  enrollment  of  the  first  and  second  year  classes  is 
larger  than  in  any  previous  time  since  the  thirty  years  of  the  school's 
existence. 

Of  the  sixty  four  enrolled  there  are  twenty  seven  seniors  and 
thirty  seven  beginning  students.  Two  of  those  who  entered  for  the 
first  year  have  withdrawn  making  a  net  enrollment  of  sixty  two. 

Out  of  the  sixty  two  students  now  in  school  seventeen  have  come 
from  surrounding  counties  and  one  from  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Following  are  the  number  of  students  who  are  enrolled  from 
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their  respective  counties  during  the  current  school  year.

The  number  of  tuition  students  namely  17  from  the  several  coun- 
ties bordering  Waushara  exceeds  any  total  the  school  has  ever  had 
heretofore,  in  a  single  year. 

New  Members  of  the  Faculty 

Miss  Luly  Kellogg  of  Tomah,  who  was  affiliated  with  the  Model 
Department  for  nine  consecutive  and  eminently  satisfactory  years, 
has  been  succeeded  by  Miss  Glenis  Christiansen  of  Westfield. 

Miss  Christiansen  taught  in  the  rural  schools  of  Marquette 
County  before  her  graduation  from  a  four  year  course  at  the  Stevens 
Point  State  Teachers  College. 

By  virtue  of  her  experience,  training,  and  scholastic  achievement? 
she  is  well  qualified  to  continue  the  splendid  service  of  her  pre- 
decessor. 

Mr.  C.  O'Beirne  has  been  added  to  the  faculty  because  of  the 
necessity  to  have  an  additional  member  on  the  teaching  force  when 
the  two  year  course  went  into  effect. 

Mr.  O'Beirne  is  a  graduate  of  the  La  Crosse  Teachers  College  and 
for  the  past  several  years  has  taken  up  post  graduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  during  summer  sessions. 

His  years  of  proven  capabilities  as  a  teacher  and  his  musical 
accomplishments  have  made  him  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  faculty. 

Principal  E.  J.  Fitzpatrick  rnd  Miss  Henriksen  can  always  be 
relied  upon  in  fulfilling,  their  responsibilities  for  a  conscientious  and 
efficient  service. 

Supervision  of  County  Normal 

The  direct  supervision  of  County  Normals  under  the  stimulus  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Regents  of  the  State  Teachers  College. 

Under  the  new  plan  of  state  supervision  the  State  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  Teachers  Colleges  will  allocate  costs  to  the  extent  of 
about  eighty  per  cent  from  the  state  and  twenty  per  cent  from  the 
county.  The  latter  (the  county)  is  to  bear  the  expense  of  maintaining 
the  building,  heat,  light,  water  and  janitor  service. 

The  state  will  be  accountable  for  all  the  major  items  of  main- 
taining the  school  which  includes  instructional  costs,  salaries  and 
supplies. 

N.  Y.  A. 

The  aid  under  the  National  Youth  Administration  which  has  been 
in  evidence  in  all  of  the  high  schools,  colleges  and  universities  for 
a,  number  of  years  ha^.  been  instrumental  in  permitting  many  deserv- 
ing students  to  carry  on  their  school  work  who  would  otherwise  find 
it  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  continue  their  schooling.  One  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  monthly  is  distributed  equitably  among  thirty 
students.

REPORT  OF  COUNTY  AGRICULTURAL  AGENT 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  Waushara  County  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Gentlemen:  The  1938  Agricultural  Extension  Program  for  Wau- 
shara County  was  planned  at  a  meeting  of  the  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee last  fall  in  cooperation  with  Ben  Rusy  from  the  College  of 
Agriculture. 

The  present  members  of  the  Agricultural  Committee  are:  F.  R.

With  the  addition  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  County  Fair  practically  the  same  program  of  work  was 
carried  on  as  in  1937. 

During  the  year  104  meetings  were  held  which  were  attended  by 
8,978  farmers;  8,086  personal  letters  were  written  and  13,127  circular 
letters  were  mailed;  209  different  new  articles  were  prepared  and 
published. 

6,806  farmers  called  at  the  effice  during  the  year  and  3,682  tele- 
phoned; 139  days  were  spent  in  the  field  and  158  in  the  office. 

A  narrative  progress  report  entitled  "Building  Farm  Productivity 
Through   Extension   Programs"   was   printed   and   mailed   to  every 
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farmer  in  the  county  and  is  filed  herewith.

REPORT  OF  LOCAL  PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT, 
WAUSHARA  COUNTY 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors,  Waushara  County,  Wisconsin: 

I,  Arthur  J.  Johnson,  Supervisor  of  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment of  Waushara  County,  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  informing 
the  supervisors  of  the  several  towns  and  villages  within  Waushara 
County  as  to  the  activities  of  this  agency  during  a  twelve  month 
duration  of  time  and  since  the  abandonment  of  the  county  unit 
pystem  of  relief. 

I  have  chosen  to  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  activities  of 
this  agency  as  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  said  activities  in  Waushara 
County  have  materially  affected  the  social  and  economic  conditions 
in  your  community.  Our  activities  also  have  affected  each  and  every 
municipality  within  the  County  in  relation  to  bearing  the  burden  of 
public  aid  or  assistance. 

Upon  considering  past  experience  of  our  agency  within  Waushara 
County  since  the  abandonment  of  the  County  system  of  relief,  it  has 
been  found  according  to"  the  reporting  procedure  of  expenditures  that 
it  was  not  possible  to  secure  accurate  figures  and  facts  relative  there- 
to for  the  duration  of  time  from  November  1,  1937,  to  November  1, 
1938.  Due  to  this  fact  our  report  is  compiled  from  previous  ex- 
perience from  October  1,  1937,  tc  October  1,  1938. 

The  Public  Welfare  Department  cf  Waushara  County  is  an 
agency  which  is  established  by  the  State  Public  Welfare  Department 
The  duties  of  your  local  Welfare  Department  are  many  and  prin- 
cipally as  follows: 

1.  To  certify  all  employable  persons  eligible  according  to  exist- 
ing regulations,  to  the  WPA  Work  Program. 

2.  To  certify  all  eligible  youths  to  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps,  according  to  existing  regulations. 

3.  To  certify  eligible  youths  to  the  National  Youth  Administra- 
tion according  to  existing  regulations. 

4.  To  distribute  available  Federal  Surplus  Commodities,  accord- 
ing to  existing  regulations. 

5.  To  co-ordinate  the  reporting  of  direct  relief  activities  within 
the  County  to  the  State  Public  Welfare  Department  at 
Madison  in  accordance  with  existing  administrative  policy. 

6.  To  maintain  a  Local  Employment  Service  for  Waushari 
County  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  unemployment  situa- 
tion within  the  County  as  said  services  are  not  available 
directly  by  the  Wisconsin  State  Employment  Service. 

The  report  of  any  welfare  agency  can  principally  relate  its  bene- 
fits only  in  terms  of  dollars.  We  are  herein  conveying  to  you  the 
benefits  of  said  Public  Welfare  Agency  within  Waushara  County 
according  to  such  value  determination.  Upon  checking  our  records 
we  find  that  a  large  expenditure  of  public  monies  has  been  made 
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within  Waushara  County.  The  total  monies  expended  within  the 
County  to  which  this  Department  has  by  its  activities  assisted  in 
availing  Waushara  County  with  the  various  Federal  Programs  ana 
available  state  assistance,  is  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  forty  eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  forty  two  dollars  and  seventeen  cents 
($148,742.17).  We  also  find  in  addition  to  this  expenditure  of  monies, 
the  local  units  of  government  within  the  County  have  reported  to 
our  agency  an  expenditure  for  public  assistance  in  the  amount  of 
twenty  nine  thousand  three  hundred  eighty  dollars  and  nine  cents 
($29,380.09).  Therefore,  we  find  that  the  total  disbursements  of 
monies  within  the  County  by  Federal  Programs,  State  Assistance, 
and  local  governmental  units  for  direct  relief  within  the  County 
under  recent  circumstances  and  regulations,  have  expended  the  total 
sum  of  one  hundred  seventy  eight  thousand  one  hundred  twenty  two 
dollars  and  twenty  six  cents  ($178,122.26). 

In  order  to  substantiate  the  reported  expenditures  within  the 
County  from  October  1,  1937  to  October  1,  1938,  there  are  a  number 
of  exhibits  hereto  attached,  analyzing  the  disbursements  so  made  and 
also  the  source  from  which  these  funds  were  derived  and  made  avail- 
able to  the  citizens  of  Waushara  County  as  a  public  welfare  or 
assistance  program.  Our  findings  in  analyzing  the  public  assistance- 
program  in  Waushara  County  reveals  that  of  the  total  expenditures 
made,  one  hundred  thirty  eight  thousand  three  hundred  ninety  nine 
dollars  and  twelve  cents  ($138,399.12)  was  made  available  by  federal 
funds  and  disbursed  through  the  Works  Progress  Administration, 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps,  National  Youths  Administration  and 
Surplus  Commodity  Corporation.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  three 
hundred  forty  three  dollars  and  five  cents  ($10,343.05)  of  the  total 
sum  expended  was  made  available  by  the  State  Public  Welfare 
Department  and  disbursed  as  a  reimbursement  to  municipalities  for 
direct  relief  costs  and  for  administration.  The  sum  of  twenty  nine 
thousand  three  hundred  eighty  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($29,380.09) 
was  expended  by  the  several  towns  and  villages  within  Waushara 
County  for  direct  relief  of  indigents  and  was  made  available  by  the 
several  towns  and  villages  within  the  County.  The  expenditures  of 
monies  within  Waushara  County  as  herein  disclosed  does  not  include 
the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  administration  of  any  of  the 
Federal  Programs  or  does  it  include  the  expenditure  of  monies  for 
the  employment  of  non-certified  persons  employed  according  to  exist- 
ing regulations,  or  sponsors  contributions  to  WPA  projects. 

The  disbursements  of  funds  for  the  public  assistance  programs 
within  Waushara  County  from  October,  1937,  to  October,  1938,  was 
so  disbursed  or  made  available  to  the  number  of  families  and  by  the 
respective  forms  of  aid  or  assistance  as  here  enumerated. 

1.  WPA  employment  made  available  to  one  member  of  the 
family  of  an  average  of  two  hundred  and  forty  six  (246) 
families  per  month. 

2.  Monthly  income  to  an  average  of  thirty  seven  (37)  familes 
per  month  from  enrollees  in  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 

3.  A  monthly  income  for  youths  employed  on  the  National 
Youth  Administration  Program  with  an  average  of  twenty 
three  (23)  youths  employed  per  month  from  families  eligible 
for  public  assistance. 

4.  Aid  granted  to  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  (170) 
families  per  month  by  distribution  of  available  Federal 
Surplus  Commodities. 

5.  The  direct  relief  granted  was  to  an  average  of  one  hundred 
thirty  six  (136)  families  per  month,  within  Waushara  County. 

In  addition  to  seriously  considering  the  expenditure  of  money  for 
the  public  assistance  within  the  County,  I  believe  that  serious  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  social  and  economic  benefits  of  such 
assistance  so  granted  within  the  County  of  Waushara.  Undoubtedly 
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the  expenditures  herein  enumerated  have  assisted  and  aided  a  gTeat 
number  of  distressed  and  indigent  persons  within  the  County  due  to 
present  economic  and  social  conditions.  The  social  benefits  of  future 
economic  benefits  cannot  at  this  time  be  computed  in  the  dollar 
■determination.  However,  I  feel  certain  and  sincerely  hope  that  Wau  - . 
shara  County  will  in  the  future  receive  full  benefit  from  the  expend- 
itures which  have  been  made. 

In  addition  to  submitting*  this  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  in  Waushara  County  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  the  employees  of  said  agency  wish  to  express  their  appreciation

PRELIMINARY    REPORT   OF   COUNTY  HIGHWAY 
COMMISSIONER 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Waushara  County: 

Gentlemen:  I  present  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year  1938. 

Patrol  Maintenance  —  All  sections  on  State  and  County  Trunk 
Highways  are  motorized  and  the  record  of  this  season  has  been 
satisfactory  to  the  Highway  Department.  In  addition  to  the  State 
and  County  Trunk  Highways  we  are  taking  care  of  278  miles  of 
town  roads.    Many  miles  of  town  roads  should  be  re-surfaced  with 
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gravel  or  oil  in  order  to  be  maintained  properly. 

Grading-  —  Again  this  year  we  have  done  a  considerable  amount 
of  grading  for  the  following  towns  and  villages:  Bloomfield,  Leon, 
Mt.  Morris,  Rose,  Saxeville,  Oasis,  Marion,  Wautoma,  Dakota,  Deer- 
field,  Richford,  Coloma,  and  the  Village  of  Hancock  and  Wautoma. 
The  total  mileage  is  about  67.5  miles. 

Oiling  —  All  of  our  County  Trunk  reads  have  been  oiled  with  the 
exception  of  the  Poy  Sippi  -  Borth  road.  This  road  was  not  in 
condition  for  oiling,  but  has  now  been  put  in  shape  and  no  doubt 
will  be  oiled  next  year.  19.5  miles  of  County  Trunk  roads  were  oiled 
for  the  second  time  and  17.5  miles  received  the  first  application  this 
year.  Oiling  was  also  done  for  the  Villages  of  Plainfield  and  Wau- 
toma, the  State,  and  Green  Lake  County. 

Snow  Removal  —  Snow  removal  has  become  an  absolute  necessity 
on  all  important  roads  due  to  the  change  in  mode  of  travel.  We  are 
now  well  equipped  for  this  work.  Our  equipment  consists  of  two 
tractors  with  plows,  eight  Oshkosh  four-wheel-drive  trucks  with 
plows  ranging  from  five  to  ten  ton  size,  ten  Ford  trucks  equipped 
with  V  and  side  plows,  and  also  motor  graders  that  can  be  used  for 
the  purpose.  We  have  101,615  feet  of  snow  fence  erected  along  the 
highways  as  a  drift  prevention.  Ice  prevention  has  also  become  a 
necessity  in  order  to  make  safer  driving.  All  of  our  small  trucks 
are  equipped  with  mechanical  sanders  in  our  own  shop.  Calcium 
chloride  is  mixed  at  the  rate  of  50  pounds  to  the  cubic  yard  of 
sharp  sand. 

Bridges  and  Culverts  —  One  new  bridge  has  been  built  by  W.P.A. 
labor  on  the  Brushville  -  Tustin  road.  Several  culverts  have  been 
placed  on  State  and  County  roads. 

County  shops  and  garages  are  situated  at  Wautoma,  Hancock, 
Poy  Sippi,  Aurorahville  and  Pine  River. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  County  Board, 
the  Highway  Commission,  the  Highway  Committee,  County  Clerk  and 
County  highway  employees  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

We  also  purchased  23,500  feet  of  snow  fence  together  with  posts, 
anchors,  couplers,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  $2,661.50. 

We  have  newly  oiled  17.5  miles  and  reoiled  19.5  miles  of  County 
Trunk  roads  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $500.00  per  mile. 

Ail  County  Trunk  roads  in  the  County  are  oiled  except  County 
Trunk  D,  in  the  Town  of  Poy  Sippi,  which  we  have  graveled  and 
expect  it  to  be  in  shape  for  oiling  the  first  thing  in  the  spring. 

We  have  retired  $105,000.00  in  Road  Bonds. 

We  have  received  $31,949.39  County  Trunk  Maintenance  Funds. 

We  have  expended  $39,852.59  for  County  Trunk  Maintenance  and 
oiling,  $31,131.15  for  Operating  and  Maintaining  Highway  Equipment, 
and  $30,770.55  for  new  equipment. 

In  conclusion  you  will  notice  that  we  have  added  equipment  for 
snow  removal. 

However,  we  are  mindful  of  the  fact  that  we  are  under  contract 
to  remove  the  snow  and  ice  from  about  130  miles  of  State  and 
Federal  roads.  Town  roads  under  contract,  275  miles  besides  the 
County  Trunks  of  130  miles. 

Added  to  this  in  recent  years  the  several  towns  have  asked  us  to 
care  for  about  400  miles  throughout  the  winter.  All  added  makes 
approximately  900  miles  for  20  units  to  care  for,  or  45  miles  for 
each  unit. 

Pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  2  of  July  Special  Session  1937,  we 
Lave  secured  the  services  of  R.  L.  Wiley  as  County  Traffic  Officer  at 
a  salary  of  $100.00  per  month  and  $30.00  per  month  for  car  and 
herewith  submit  his  yearly  report  to  us.

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  of  my  activities  as 
County  Traffic  Officer  from  November  1,  1937  to  October  1,  1938, 
inclusive. 

I  have  arrested  122  violators  of  the  traffic  rules,  all  of  whom 
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have  paid  fines  of  from  $1  to  $25  and  costs,  or  received  jail  sentences 
of  10  to  60  days. 

The  arrests  for  violations  were  for  the  following:  Stop  Sign 
45,  Reckless  Driving-  25,  Drunken  Driving  17,  Speeding  16,  License  11, 
Being  on  Highway  Intoxicated  4,  Load  Violations  2,  Parking  1,  Fail- 
ure to  Report  Accident  1. 

Drivers  license  of  5  violators  were  revoked. 

There  were  374  warnings  issued  to  motorists  who  were  stopped 
for  violations  and  not  arrested,  .some  were  issued  a  warning  ticket 
and  some  warned  orally. 

I  issued  256  illegal  equipment  cards,  for  improper  lights,  mirrors 
and  other  faulty  equipment. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  conducted  239  drivers 
tests  for  applicants  of  drivers  licenses. 

In  closing,  if  there  are  any  comments,  criticisms  or  suggestions 
which  you  can  make  for  improving  this  work,  and  make  for  better- 
highway  safety,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  receive  them.

society  resident  in  the  county  or  district  being  eligible  to  vote  on 
such  recommendations,  such  appointment  to  be  made  annually.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2 

County  of  Waushara,  State  of  Wisconsin,  relating  to  and  con- 
cerning the  creation,  organization  and  administration  of  a  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  for  said  County. 

The  County  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Waushara, 
State  of  Wisconin,  do  ordain  as  follows: 

1.  There  shall  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  for  said  County,  such  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Welfare 
Committee,  a  Director,  and  such  ether  personnel  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  efficient  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Department. 

2.  (a)  Such  Welfare  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Waushara  County 
Board  and  shall  be  members  of  such  board  at  the  time  of  their 
appointment.  The  members  of  such  Committee  shall  retain  their 
office  on  such  committee  for  a  term  of  one  year  commencing  witli 
the  first  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

(b)  The  members  of  such  Welfare  Committee  shall  receive 
remuneration  for  their  services  on  a  per  diem  basis  and  travel 
expenses  for  every  mile  actually  traveled,  such  remuneration  and 
travel  expenses  being  the  same  as  that  allowed  to  other  committees 
of  the  County  Board. 

3.  (a)  The  aforesaid  Welfare  Committee  shall  select,  from 
without  its  members,  a  director,  who  shall  be  the  executive  and 
administrative  officer  of  said  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

(b)  Such  director  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  year  but 
he  shall  be  removable  from  such  office  for  cause  by  the  said  Welfare 
Committee. 

(c)  The  remuneration  for  services  and  expenses  of  said 
director  shall  be  determined  by  said  Welfare  Committee. 

4.  (a)  The  Welfare  Committee  shall  formulate  policies  and 
supervise  the  administration  of  the  Department  by  the  director. 

(b)  Such  Welfare  Committee  shall  meet  once  every  month 
during  each  calendar  year  and  may  meet  in  an  emergency  at  the 
call  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  or  the  director  of  said  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare. 

5.  The  said  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  be  charged  with 
the  administration  of  the  following  activities,  in  accordance  with 
existing  Wisconsin  laws  so  made  and  provided: 

A.  Direct  relief  and  medical  care  to  indigent  persons  in 
Waushara,  County,  subject,  however,  to  the  supervision  and  consent 
of  the  County  Board  Committee  on  Public  Welfare. 

B.  All  necessary  investigations  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing facts  relative  to  the  efficient  administration  of  relief  to  the 
indigent. 

C.  Any  and  all  investigations  necessary  to  secure  facts  rela- 
tive to  legal  settlement  of  indigents  and  claims  chargeable  to  Wau- 
shara County  for  support  of  indigent  persons. 

D.  The  said  Director  of  Public  Welfare  shall  cause  to  be 
filed  all  claims  against  the  estates  of  deceased  recipients  of  direct 
relief,  according  to  law  as  in  such  cases  made  and  provided;  prosecute 
to  judgment  any  and  all  claims  against  any  persons  indebted  to  the 
County  of  Waushara  for  relief  assistance. 

E.  The  said  Director  of  Public  Welfare  shall  also  cause  to 
be  filed  all  claims  for  public  assistance  granted  to  the  indigent  within 
the  County  of  Waushara  who  have  no  legal  settlement  therein  and 
co-operate  with  the  District  Attorney  of  said  County  in  collection  of 
said  claims  and  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  regulations. 

F.  Certification  to  work  and  other  available  assistance  pro- 
grams. 
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G.  Maintenance  of  administrative  and  reporting  relationship? 
with  the  State  Public  Welfare  Department. 

H.  The  Public  Welfare  Department  shall  keep  and  maintain 
such  records  as  are  deemed  necessary  by  the  Public  Welfare  Com- 
mittee for  the  efficient  administration  of  said  agency  and  which  are 
necessary  in  regard  to  the  performance  of  duties;  all  records  relating 
to  the  administration  of  public  assistance  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
and  audit  at  all  reasonable  hours  by  any  member  of  the  County 
Board  or  authorized  representative  of  the  State  Public  Welfare 
Department. 

6.  Said  Welfare  Committee,  together  with  the  Director,  shall 
select  and  maintain  a  suitable  staff  to  administer  and  fully  carry  out 
the  duties  and  activities  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

7.  The  County  Board  of  Waushara  County,  Wisconsin,  shall 
annually  appropriate  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  proper  administra- 
tion of  the  County  Welfare  Department,  an  amount  of  money  it 
deems  advisable  for  the  payment  of  compensation,  expenses  of  per- 
sonnel and  other  administrative  costs. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  to 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  County  Board  at  its  November  meeting, 
upon  the  work  of  said  Department  during  the  year  and  a  complete 
detailed  report  covering  both  the  cost  of  administration  for  said 
agency  and  the  cost  of  public  assistance  within  the  county. 

9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  third  day  of  January, 
1939,  if  accepted  by  all  the  towns,  villages  and  cities  within  the 
County  of  Waushara.  If  not  accepted,  this  ordinance  shall  become 
null  and  void.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  County  Board  of  Waushara  County. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  The  statutory  requirements  sec- 
tion 39.03  of  subsection  4  provides  among  other  duties  an  annual 
report  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  County  Board. 
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Our  public  school  system  throughout  the  state  and  nation  is  given 
a  greater  impetus  in  each  succeeding  year  for  an  enrichment  of  edu- 
cational facilities  not  only  to  those  of  school  age  but  also  to  persons 
in  adult  years. 

Public  Education  is  one  of  Democracy's  greatest  bulwarks. 

In  our  country,  more  than  in  any  other  nation  in  the  world, 
educational  opportunities  are  accentuated  rather  than  restricted  in 
times  of  economic  disorders  and  unrest. 

The  one  room  rural  schools  with  average  enrollments  in  charge  of 
capable,  conscientious,  and  versatile  teachers  are  among  our  greatest 
educational  assets.  Habits  of  thrift,  industry,  initiative,  and  self  reli- 
ance in  the  formative  periods  of  life  develop  a  training  of  virile 
citizenship  that  generally  isn't  so  distinctively  manifest  in  congested 
centers  of  population  with  all  of  the  allurements  that  life  in  the 
larger  cities  implies. 

Some  of  our  greatest  statesmen,  educators,  captains  of  industry, 
and  benefactors  of  mankind  attribute  their  rise  in  life  from  humble 
beginnings  to  the  highest  pinnacle  of  achievements  to  the  training 
and  applications  of  life  situations  in  a  rigorous  rural  environment. 

The  rural  schools  in  common  with  other  institutions  of  learning 
are  becoming  better  and  more  adequately  equipped  from  year  to  year 
not  only  with  better  trained  teachers  but  moreover  from  the  stand- 
point of  a  more  liberal  equipment. 

School  Census 

The  school  census  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1938,  is  4,165 
or  71  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

There  has  been  a  general  reduction  in  the  school  census  from 
year  to  year  for  the  past  several  decades  due  to  some  extent  because 
of  employment  in  some  of  our  larger  centers  of  population.  Following 
is  the  school  census  (4-20  years)  in  all  the  towns  and  villages  includ- 
ing the  number  of  rural,  state  graded,  and  high  school  districts.

Book  Binding  Project 
The  book  binding  project  which  has  been  in  operation  at  Red- 
granite  for  over  a  year  has  given  all  of  the  schools  in  the  county 
opportunities  to  have  soiled  or  loosely  bound  volumes  repaired  and 
thoroughly  cleaned  for  only  the  price  of  materials.  The  cost  of  re- 
binding  is  almost  negligible,  ranging  as  low  as  three  cents  per  book 
when  no  new  covers  were  necessary. 

In  many  instances  the  pages  of  the  books  were  more  firmly  bound 
than  in  the  original  binding. 

When  the  last  check  up  was  made  November  15  a  total  of  5,542 
books  have  been  rebound.  Of  this  number  there  were  books  from  30 
rural  school  districts,  five  state  graded,  and  six  high  schools.  The  list 
includes  all  the  state  graded  and  high  schools. 

In  many  of  the  schools  library  books  generally  are  now  in  a 
better  and  more  substantial  condition  than  ever  before. 

Reading  Circle  Work 
Reading  Circle  activities  are  becoming  more  evident  with  every 
passing  year.    Students  are  not  only  reading  in  order  to  get  awards 
in  the  form  of  diplomas  and  seals,  but  in  addition  for  the  satisfactions 
that  a  wide  range  of  reading  will  bring  about. 

The  extent  and  variety  of  so  many  excellent  publications  in 
realm  of  nature,  art,  literature,  industries,  inventions,  health,  conser- 
vation, travel,  and  miscellaneous  books  is  practically  limitless.

Safety  Education 
The  school  code  now  provides  that  safety  instruction  should  be 
made  a  part  of  the  curriculum  in  all  of  our  schools.  Lessons  on 
safety  with  reference  to  travel  and  walking1  on  the  highways  —  along 
with  precautions  in  observing  safety  measures  in  the  homes,  the  play- 
ground, and  public  places  have  done  much  to  curtail  accidents  with 
all  of  their  incident  injuries  and  all  too  often  with  tragic  con- 
sequences. 

Waushara  County  among  a  limited  number  of  other  counties  was 
awarded  a  Certificate  of  Achievement  by  the  Governor  for  the  year 
1937  in  recognition  of  successful  county  wide  activities  in  the  preven- 
tion 01  highway  accidents  and  the  promotion  of  safety  traffic. 

It  would  be  utterly  unfair  to  assume  that  the  schools  were  the 
sole  agency  in  promoting  a  program  of  safety.  However,  the  schools 
have  been  a  very  decided  factor  in  spreading  the  gospel  of  safety  to 
the  children  and  indirectly  to  their  respective  parents.  The  county 
traffic  officer,  radio,  the  press,  the  pulpit,  civic  organizations,,  and  law 
enforcement  agencies  have  all  been  of  immeasurable  service  in  pro- 
moting and  fostering  a  safety  consciousness  that  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. 

Every  year  more  material  is  available  to  teach  safety.  Some 
insurance  companies  publish  valuable  pamphlets  relating  to  safety 
which  may  be  had  gratis  with  only  a  simple  request  for  such  publica- 
tions. 

Besides  the  material  from  commercial  companies,  a  series  of 
readers  from  grades  1-6  and  texts  for  pupils  in  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  are  now  easily  obtainable  from  standard  publishing 
houses. 

Our  state  has  adopted  the  slogan  to  make  ' 'Wisconsin  the  safest 
state."  While  statistics  are  subject  to  change  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  Wisconsin  is  among  the  forefront  of  the  states  in  safety. 

Transportation 

Transportation  of  pupils  from  the  small  school  units  to  larger 
centers  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident. 

Two  more  schools  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  transport  schools 
in  our  county.  Not  only  in  Waushara  County  but  other  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  state  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  be  maintained  when 
enrollments  drop  below  ten.
